Well... if you're the applet's author, you might just add a small panel to 
the bottom of an applet (the BorderLayout would be an easy way to handle this) 
which presents the caption. 

If you're not the author of the applet, you can use JavaScript to determine 
whether the browser can handle JAVA, and if it has not been deactivated. 
Including the following would do it:

Some people will likely object to the use of the function listed at (1) but it 
works, and it covers all of the bases. The function at (1) and the statement 
at (2) make it so that, if an error occurs within your JavaScript (I'll get to 
the potetial error in a second), the user doesn't see any alert box. 
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The statement at (3) checks if the browser has JAVA enabled, and if so, writes 
the CAPTION. The possible error is that the function navigator . j avaEnabled ( ) 
was introduced in Netscape Navigator 3.0 and will not be recognized by 
browsers that do not support this function (namely MSIE3 and NS2) . 

Instead of the err_handler ( ) route of preventing errors, you could have 
specified something like: "if this is Navigator 3.0 then check if JAVA is 
enabled" but : that would preclude later versions of JavaScript capable browsers 
from seeing the caption. Hence the err_handler { ) route. Note, that this only 
prevents JavaScript errors. It doesn't touch any other errors.
